4, Ms, Weaver reqaests that Paragraphs 42, 43, 44, 45, and 46 on Pages S and 9 of 
tlie Presentence Report be modified. It appears that records j&x>m the Social Seonxity 
Administration confcn that Ms* Weaver worked at the varions locations tliat she provided 
during the Presentence Interview, however the total amouixt of wages associated with each 
employer is inappropriate to include in this report. What Ms. Weaver obtained in compensation 
in exchange for her work during the years prior to the instant offense do not bear on her ability to 
pay a fine nor her abihty to pay restitution.
